football. He remembers 
playing with Club Vail, 
the best in the industrial 
league for 5 years. He 
also talked about playing 
semi-pro and being at 
Hessville Park against 
the Pan American 
(College All stars) when 
5,000 people turned out 
to watch. This was in the 
early 60's. 

In 1960, he started 
coaching football at St 
Michaels, when father 
Doody was in need of a 
coach.

The first order of busi- 
ness in the new town, 
which in 1866 was com- 
posed of about 25 fami- 
lies, most of whom were 
German Catholics, was a 
new school. The school 
was a frame building, 
known as District Number 
One School It was 
erected in 1866 from 
funds provided by the 
township Trustee 
Adreon Cook was the 
In the same 
year the post office was 
approved and Matthias 
Meyer became the first 
postmaster 

it was in 1870 that John 
Thiel came from his job 
with Studebaker buggy 
works in Chicago and 
bought the small buggy 
works belonging to Adam 
Spanier in Schererville. 
He opened a blacksmith 
shop, which in those 
days was a great asset to 
any town. It was located 
across from the current 
post office building. 
Because of the shop, the 
entire community began 
to grow and prosper. 
People would come from 
the entire area and, while 
waiting, would patronize 
the other business estab- 
lishments. Across the 
street was Michael 
Grimmer's dairy. He also 
owned the general store 
which later became 
Gard's General Store. it 
was still in operation at 
the time of the 


Centennial: the building 
was then moved and 
turned to face Junction 
Street and today is the 
towne Furniture Store 
Next to the general store 
was Schubert's saloon 
which was later Meyer's 
saloon and dance hall 
On the west side of the 
railroad tracks was a 
grain elevator. John 
Austgen also had a 
saloon located at 11 E 
Joliet and his brother ran 
a grocery store across 
the street. Henry Lustig 
operated a cigar factory 
and a number of the busi- 
nessmen banned togeth- 
er to erect an ice- 
house. The ice-house 
was situated at the back 
side of the existing police 
station along the railroad 
tracks. Bernard Schulte, 
who ran a meat market 
on the southeast corner 
of Joliet and Mary 
Streets, was also the 
township trustee 

Across from the 
Sherwood club is a big 
hill. Almost invisible to 
the passing motorist is 
the old George Hartley 
farm. Originally the farm 
had been owned by Leo 
P. Knoezer. Old time res- 
idents will recognize the 
name of Knoezer 
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Just to the east of the 
driveway going up to the 
old Knoezer farm lived 
Jacob Scholl who was a 
Carpenter. Mr. Scholl's 
son became famous 
nationally as Dr. Scholl 
His foot pads, bunion 
pads and other foot care 
items are sold around the 
United States 

The Catholic church, St 
Michael's, was built in 
1873 with the first pastor 
Rev. King coming two 
years later He was fol- 
lowed by Rev. Berg.

ACCENT LIGHTING, designed to create drama, is usually directed at a particular object 
in a room, such as a painting, plane or piece of furniture. It also can be used to highlight 
a corner or ceiling to make a room appear larger. Attractive wall sconces, small table 
lamps and recessed “fish eyes” or track lighting are ideal accent lights. Tiny candle 


lamps, strategically placed can prevent a wall of bookshelves from disappearing into 
dark, shadowed oblivion. 


Since the intent of accent lighting is to accentuate, it requires more light on the 
object or area being spotlighted, and thus, sk- "!"~ at least three times brighter 
than the room’s general lighting.

CARPAL TUNNEL SYNDROME - 
Do | Have it and what Can | do?

Wrist, hand and forearm pain with numbness and 
tingling in the thumb, first two fingers and palm? Is 
it worse at night or after resting right after work? Do 
you have weakness in the thumb and fingers espe- 
cially when gripping tightly? do the symptoms 
improve with shaking or rubbing of the hand? If you 
answered yes to any of these questions you may 
well have carpal tunnel syndrome or you may not. 


Carpal tunnel syndrome is a common diagnosis for 
wrist and hand pain, but the question that needs to 
be asked is that the correct diagnosis? You might 
ask why is that such an important question? The 
answer is very simple.

in the carpel tunnel are inflammation, wrist sprains 
and of course wrist fractures. But now we must look 
back at the anatomy and realize that pressure any- 
where along the median nerve can possibly mimic 
the carpel tunnel like pain. This can happen if the 
portion of the median nerve that comes from the 
neck is pinched or the shoulder is putting pressure 
on the nerve or even compression of the median 
nerve by the muscle that it passes through.

The company, which is 
owned by Wisconsin 
based Citizen Publishing 
Co., operates the Hobart 
Gazette, Portage 
Journal, Lake Station 

Herald and Merrillville 
Herald, as well as shop- 
pers in Griffith, Highland, 
Schererville, | Munster, 
Valparaiso and 
Chesterton. 

A Shopper is an adver- 
tising supplement with no 
news or editorial content. 

Only the Hobart Gazette 
will remain as a local 
newspaper. 

The employees were 
given four weeks sever- 
ance pay in the surprise 
announcement that 
stunned employees leav- 
ing them without jobs. 

The Heralds Group’s 
previous executive editor, 
resigned from his post 
July 5th a week before 
the announcement was 
made. Neither he or 
Officials at Citizen 
Publishing Co. would 
comment on the demise 
of the papers. Several of 
the employees felt that 
there was a niche for 
Community papers but 
the opportunity to devel- 
Op was not fulfilled. 


With the demise of local 
newspapers - residents 
of towns are losing that 
hometown touch, who's 
who and whos doing 
what, what are the kids 
doing and what are the 
various groups or clubs in 
town doing. With the loss 
of local newspapers it is 
necessary to turn to the 
larger newspapers that 
cover the county and pick 
up most of their informa- 
tion from the news ser- 
vices.
